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Another office of this Agency, in a report dated 28 May 1962, 
stated that an untested source said that one (fnu) MIRABAL 
was the chief of G-2 in Caibarien. We was born in 1932, 

is five feet five inches tall, and weighs 160 pounds. 
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5. In September 1963, it was reported that Alfredo MIRABAL Diaz, 
born in 1923, arrived in Mexico as the Cuban Consul on 
2 September 1963. Reportedly, he did not know his job as 
Consul and was held-.in contempt by his staff for his
